(1) The description of the jet fighters is confirmed** It 
again shows that apparently only one type of swept«back 
aircraft is presently available in the Soviet /ions of 
Germany* Its type designation is unknown*, 

(2) The statements that the hangars are allegedly filled 
with aircraft is considered credible since from previous 
information at least two, and possibly even three, fighter 
regiments are assumed to be stationed in Crossenhain 0 

(3) lara 3 concerning the strength of the airfield per- 
sonnel cannot be verfied for lack of comparable information* 

(li) The boxes mentioned in para 4 probably are shipping 
crates for jet aircraft* A total of 40 jet aircraft is
